To Senator Frank 
Avery, of Baraboo, is doe the credit of 
the conception cf the wise measure, and 
its engrsftment on our statute book is 
complimentary to the enlightenment and 
philanthropy of our whole common­ 
wealth.—State Journal. 
The Journal is in error in stating that 
the wise measure to pay convicts in the 
Wisconsin state piisona percentage cf 
their earnings was the conception of 
Senator Avery, cf Baraboo. The mat'e* 
was thoroughly considered by the state 
board of supervision before the legisla­ 
ture convened, and 
Warden Carter 
drafted the bill, and Mr. Avery intro­

In his address in New York he siys: 
“It is atle to say that governments have 
committed far more crimes than they 
have prevented. 
Is it not possible, is it 
not probable, is it not tine, that the ac­ 
tion, of all men ere determined by count­ 
less causes over which they have ne pos­ 
itive control ?” It is not safe to say any 
such a thing, becense saying it would 
he a 
lie, and it 
is 
never 
safe 
to lie. Ingersoll takes the ground that 
the majority of men and women commit 
otimea becense they can't help it. Die- 
eased .blood has been transmitted to 
them, and therefore they ehonld not be 
punished, bat tenderly cared for, just as 
if they were insane cr blind. And bere 
S e his own words: “Can anything bs 
done for the reformation of the erimmal ? 
He should be treated with kindness. 
livery right should given him, consistent 
with the safety ,ot society. He ehonld 
neither be degraded nor robbed. The 
■tate should set the highest and noblest 
example. The powerful should never 
be cruel, and in the breast of the su­ 
preme there should be no desire for re­ 
venge.” 
Does Colonel Ingersoll know of any 
state, except one or two in the south, in 
all Ibis Union, which degrades and robs 
Ila criminals? Does he know of soy state, 
with the exception already 
made, in 
which there is not the fullest possible op­ 
portunity given the srimmais for ref­ 
ormation?

THE STATE BA N K S, 
The semi-annual report of all the sta'e 
banks in Wisconsin has been made to th9 
state treasurer. The capital of the sev­ 
enty-two state banks was $4,003,700 on 
the 6th cf January, 1890, against $3,940,- 
800 on the 1st of July, 1889. 
The deposits aggregated $24 CG2.936 
on the 6th cf the present month, and 
$25,657,781, in last July. 
These 72 
banks have on hand $900,101 in gold and 
silver, and $2,191,271 in currency. The 
loans and discounts are; $21,110,875, the 
profits and surplus $1,811,022, and the 
total liabilities foot up $33,911,720. 
There are five state banks in Wiscon­ 
sin whose deposits oyer reach a million 
dollars eaoh. AU these banks are in Mil­ 
waukee. 
The Wisconsin Marine and 
Fire Insurance bank, (the old Mitohtll) 
has $4,851,419 of deposits; the Second*' 
Ward savings bank has $3,927,315; the 
Merchants* Exchange and Marshall A 
Unlay banks have eaoh over $2,000,000^ad 
the Plankinton bank has a million and a 
half. The next bank having the highest 
deposits 
is 
to 
Batavia bank 
at 
La Crone which has $869,623; the Btate 
bank at Madison $758,521; and the Hud­ 
son Savings bank, in a Utils town of not 
much pretension, has $536,865. 
The State banks of Wisconsin are sol­ 
idly established. There are in the hands 
of responsible men, and a failure among 
them baa not ooenrrsd for a long tine.

SIMON ANDERSON. 1140 West Madison 
street, died after removal to Chicago. 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred Payne, whose homo 
was at No. 24 Aberdeen street, were on 
their way with a few friends to bury 
their 5-months-old babe. 
There were 
only four carriages In the procession. 
Mr. and Mrs. Payne were in the carriage 
Immediately following the hearse, aftd 
with them were Mrs. William Reprogel 
and Grade Payne, their little 8-year-old 
daughter: It was 3:39 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and the Milwaukee express, 
four minutes behind time, was nearim 
the city at a high rate of speed. 
As th 
Payne carriage came squarely on the 
track the cnglue struck it in the center, 
tearing it into splinters and Instantly 
killing Mr. and Mrs. Payne. 
Mrs. Rep­ 
rogel and Simon Anderson, the driver, 
received inluries from which they died 
within two hours afterward. The oui 
occupant of the carriage who esca 
serious injury was the little girl who, by 
what seems little less than a miracle, 
sustained only a few scratches. 
All who witnessed or know anything 
of the occurrence agree that no warning 
whatever of its approach was given by 
tho flying train. The engineer was E. 
J. Mahoney and fireman William Ander­ 
son. Tho train was stopped within a 
block of where tho accident occurred, 
backed up and tho bodies of tho dead 
and Injured were placed in the baggago- 
car. Mrs. Reprogcl and Anderson, tho 
driven, wcro stiil alive when the train 
reached .the depot at North Chicago 
avenue. The police were notified and 
Officer Finn with the signal service wa 
gon removed Anderson to the Emorgen 
cy hospital, where he died a few mo­ 
ments later. Mrs. Reprogel died short­ 
ly after reaching the depot. 
Tho track in the vicinity whero tho 
accident occurred is straight and level 
and tho catastrophe seems to have been 
entirely without excuse. 
Late in the evening Engineer Mahoney 
was arrested for causing tho death of 
these four persons and was locked up at 
the East Chicago avenue station pend­ 
ing an investigation of the accident by 
tho coroner.

Every Effort Being Made to Prevent rn 
Negro Outbreak at Apalachicola. 
A p a la c h ic o la , Fla., Jan. 24,—The 
Escambia rifles arrived here last night, 
thirty-seven strong. Guards were posted 
throughout the town, and every white 
man not on duty slept with arms within 
reach. Thirty-five ringleaders of the 
negro strikers were arrested to-day, but 
the chief one, Sanchez V. Thomas, can­ 
not bo found. One negro was shot to­ 
day while fleeing from arrest. 
The trial of some of the prisoners be­ 
gan this afternoon. Intense excitement 
prevails among both whites and blacks. 
The negro women are violent In their 
denunciation of tho action of tho whites 
and are thronging the streets. It Is 
generally believed that tho arrest of 
the ringleaders will have a quieting 
effect. The whites are well prepared, 
and this fact, it is hoped, will have a 
restraining influence upon tho negroes.

Boston, Mass., Jan. 24.—Tho four- 
story brick block at GS to 71 Bristle 
street, ownod by the heirs of William F. 
Paul, was gutted by fire at an early 
hour this morning. The losses are esti­ 
mated at $100,000. 
The occupants were J. Paul dc Co., 
saw mill and inside furnishings; Cole dc 
Woodbury, piano manufacturers; George 
M. Gould dc Co., church organ builders; 
Henry G. Hogan, sash and stair build­ 
ers; William ll. Bordman, stair builder; 
the Boston Sewing Machine Company, 
and Johnson dc Co., fancy woods. There 
were about fifty carpenters employed In 
the building, all of whom lost their 
tools, valued at $15,000 in the aggregate. 
The fire was not without its serious 
accidents.

Farm ers W ant an Equal Chance. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 24.—J. H. Brig­ 
ham of DoTta, O., a worthy master of 
the national grango of Patrons of Hus­ 
bandry, appeared before tho ways and 
means committee. 
He said that the or­ 
ganization which ho represented was 
composed of men of every shade of po­ 
litical belief. 
They differed on tho 
question of protection and free trade, 
but they were substantially 
agreed 
that 
whatever 
policy 
might

adopted for other industries and inter­ 
ests should bo applied to agriculture. 
If 
tho manufacturers were to be protected

cents a dozen; apples, 25 cents a bushel. 
Ho thought that adequate protection 
should also bo given to raw silk and live 
animals, but could not give the exact 
duty that should bo Imposed,

not think that free wool would benefit 
the farmer.

Mr. Huntington W ants an Extension. 
W ashington, Jan. 24.—Mr. 
C. P. 
Huntington, vice-president of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific railroad, appeared before the 
House committee on Pacific railroads 
and moved an extension of the time al­ 
lowed for the settlement of the indebted­ 
ness of the Central Pacific railroad, and 
a reduction of the Interest to be paid 
the government, as proposed in the Van- 
dever bill. The bill he favored, he said, 
was known as the omnibus bill. 
It 
differed from tho Outhwaito Union Pa­ 
cific bill in that the period of settlement 
covered 123 years, instead of fifty years, 
and tho rate of interest to bo paid was 
I H per cent as against 3 per cent for the 
Union Pacific railroad company.

He re­ 
ferred to the addresser the Mississippi 
Republicans in withdrawing their State 
ticket in the last campaign as evidence 
to tho 
election 
at

present month and quoted from the 
newspapers and correspondents that an 
armed mob refused to allow the negroes 
to go to the polls. Practically the peo­ 
ple of the North havo abandoned the 
negro to his fate. This can not last. 
The North and West will not consent to 
have tho country endangered by a sys­ 
tem which selects its 
lawmakers by 
unjust methods, 
which suppresses a 
part of tho vote and allows the other 
part to enjoy the advantage thus gained. 
Sooner or later this will be rebuked, if 
by peaceful methods or bloodshed, none 
can tell. 
Ultimately tho colored race 
themselves will havo tho strength to 
demand this. The South is standing as 
upon a volcano. 
Already the mutterings 
of discontent are heard and tho use of the 
torch and tho dagger is advised. 
This 
Is to be deplored. 
Yet no other raco 
ever submitted to such wrongs as havo 
been inflicted upon the blacks, since 
they wcro made citizens, without blood­ 
shed. 
[Applause in the galleries anti 
upon the floor.] That tho black man is 
not a coward is shown by his record in 
the war. 
Tho people denying the blacks their 
rights should remember that injustice is 
followed by retribution and that God is 
an unrelenting creditor. Tho South has 
not forgiven tho North nor accepted the 
amendments to the constitntion in good 
faith. 
Raco antagonism 
was alleged 
simply because the negro refused to vote 
the Democratic ticket. If the South 
wants to get rid of tho negro, it can do 
so by refusing to allow him employ­ 
ment. 
Mr. Ingalls then proceeded to pay a 
high tribute to tho colored race for the 
improvement they havo made in their 
condition, and their peaceful and quiet

W hites and Indians Again at Loggerheads 
Near Pierre, S. D. 
P ie HHK, S. D., Jan. 24.— Trouble has 
broken out again on the milo square be­ 
tween intending settlers and tho In­ 
dians on tho reservation. 
The latter, 
anticipating tho immediate opening of 
the reservation, havo moved in large 
numbers on tho frontier and aro cutting 
all tho wood along tho Bad and Missouri 
rivers and hauling it back to the lands 
which they Intend to take up under the 
Sioux bill. Tho settlers think that this 
is an injustice to them, and henco the 
trouble. 
To-day an attempt was made by those 
settlers on tho milo square to stop tho 
Indians in their w’ork, and for awhile it 
looked as if there would be bloodshed, 
but troops hustled across tho Bad river 
and sent tho settlers back on tho space 
allowed them. 
Tho Indians aro not in 
any way on tho warpath, but declare 
they will fight for their rights. 
They 
have already hauled off about 1,000 
cords of wood. Tho Northwestern rail­ 
road officials are still here and are run­ 
ning lines across tho river and aro re­ 
surveying the famous milo square. They 
now declare that they intend to hold the 
milo square according to the 1879 treaty 
with tho Indians. Tho Interior Depart­ 
ment has a special agent hero who will 
attempt to arrange thodifficulty between 
the settlers, tho railroad company, and 
the half-breeds who, claim the mile 
square.

N ew 
Y ork, Jan. 24.—The steamship 
Rhynlander, which sailed from Antwerp 
Jan. 4 for this port, experienced somo 
of the roughest weather ever known on 
the Atlantic. 
While in the English 
channel she encountered a strong gale 
from tho west, with heavy seas, but in 
the Atlantic the gale became a perfect 
hurricane, with mountainous seas which 
swept over her decks. 
The Rhynlander is a large four-masted 
steamer of 4,000 tons, and withstood 
theso gales easily, pushing ahead stead­ 
ily in tho tremendous and confused seas 
at tho rate of from eight to twelve miles 
an hour up to Jan. 12, when one of tho 
most terrific storms ever experienced 
came on. Tho sea was terrible, and 
towering waves swept over the docks 
with such fury that six of tho life boats 
on tho upper deck wcro stove, one of 
them 
being 
literally 
shattered to 
splinters. 
About tho same time 
a 
terrific 
wave 
boarded 
tho 
ship 
astern, crushing In the turtle back over 
the steering machinery and rendering all 
steering impossible. Then it was that 
the steamer was saved from almost in­ 
evitable wreck through the heroic exer­ 
tions of Capt. Weyer and his efficient 
officers, for the sailors, fearing to expose 
themselves where tho mountainous seas 
were 
continually sweeping over the 
decks, were only encouraged by the noble 
example of their captain and his officers, 
who went immediately at the risks of 
their lives to the scene of the disaster. 
Tho damage was temporarily repaired 
so as to render steering possible. 
Tho weather continued stormy up to 
Jan. 17, when the storm abated, and the 
wind blowing from tho north-northwest 
tho steamer was enabled to put on all 
sail, and hopes of reaching New York in 
a few days w’ere entertained. But the 
next day dispelled these illusions, for a 
gale even more terrific than tho former 
one caino on, lasting to the following 
morning. 
At this time it was found 
that the coal was running short, so the 
ship was headed for Halifax where she ar­ 
rived about noon on the 20th. 
She took 
on board about ono hundred and fifty 
tons and proceeded again at 11:30 p. rn. 
During tho remainder of the voyage she 
had heavy westerly gales and a high 
southerly sea, with frequent snow squalls 
and intensely cold weather. 
Tho agents of the National steamship 
lino say they havo no additional infor­ 
mation regarding tho steamship Erin, 
which, it is feared, has foundered with 
all on board. Tho agents, however, still 
maintain that there is yet hope that tho 
Erin may. havo made some port in a dis­ 
abled condition. They say tho Erin w as 
a stanch craft as any that crossed the 
Atlantic.1 
Heavy Storm In England. 
L o n d o n, Jan. 24.—There has been a 
great storm of wind and rain in south­ 
ern England and enormously high tides 
in consequence. Tho Severn has over­ 
flowed its banks. Gloucester vale is 
submerged. 
Tho Lymington, Llally, 
Portsmouth, and South Wales railways 
are temporarily stopped. Tho damage 
] duo to tho storm Is enormous. 
A quar­ 
ter of a milo of tho sea wall between New 
Haven and Seafork has collapsed. 
A dispatch from Havre says that the 
high wind there has backed up tho water 
in tho harbor, flooding tho streets and 
causing much damage.

Stable, has won so few races at Mon­ 
mouth this season may be attributed to 
the scarcity of crows in New Jersey. 
A 
Fear ago tho corn fields and oat stables 
ilong the New |York & Long Branch 
railroad were alive with these highly 
:ivilfzed and sagacious friends of the 
fanner, and whenever a race-train sped 
past there was a vast chorus of caws and 
luch a fluttering of wings as drew heads 
jut of windows from one end of the train 
to the other, and then the old stagers 
were wont to remark one to another: 
•‘Tho all-black wins to-day.” No better 
3r safer tip could have been desired by 
thoso old-timo followers of the turf. 
When all black rose on 
the wing 
nothing could have induced them to in­ 
vest their money on anything but Brook­ 
in g horses.

Ik e W eir K nocked O at. 
Tho defeat of Iko Weir, tho “ Belfast 
Spider,” featherweight champion of tho 
world, by Billy Murphy, featherweight 
champion of Australia, at tho rooms of 
tho California Athletic club in San 
Francisco, was quite a surprise in sport­ 
ing circles. 
Tho battle was for a purse 
of $2,250. Weir's weight was announced 
as 124X and Mnrphy’s as HSX. Tho 
men started in at a lively pace, Murphy’s 
body blows being mot by Weir’s rapid 
upper-cutting. The first round ended 
with Weir slipping to tho floor from 
Murphy’s rally. In tho second round 
Murphy reached Weir’s nose and was 
caught on the neck and punished by up­ 
per cuts, causing his nose to bleed.

was called but was met with a right­ 
hander that again dropped him like a 
log on his Taco. Ho did not move as the 
ten seconds were called, and when with 
ths call of ten ho was declared “out, 
had to be picked up and carried to his 
corner. 
Weir xvaa seen in his dressing 
room after tho fight, and, though incon­ 
siderable pain, showed little outward 
sign of punishment beyond a swollen 
wrist and lips. 
His hand, which was be­ 
lieved to bo broken, sustained nothing 
more serious than a sprain.

With loving admirers among all en­ 
lightened nations end people, it is fitting 
and proper that the countrymen of tbe 
immortal bard throughout tbe globe 
should assemble togetber on there oc­ 
casions and with those admirers extol 
his vittnes. 
Tbe Rock County Cale­ 
donian Society is to be congratulated for 
tbe general excellence of all their public 
entertainments. In these they oater to 
please and amuse the public, and tbe 
beat evidences of success is tbe large au­ 
diences which assembles at auh of tjitae 
anniversary entertain men ti. Tbe audi­ 
ence lu t evening wu a magnificent on Ct 
and the entertainment throughout was 
one which hu not been excelled by any 
that bu proceeded it in this city.

This was Mr. MoGregor’s m o 
ond appearance before a Januville andi 
en ce, and ba had not lu t any of bis ad­ 
mirers, H eil a 44whole show in him- 
ulf” and can amuse and entertain an 
audience at any time. 
Hon. John. R. Bennett wu then an 
nounced, who delivered the address of 
the evening. 
Judge Bennett's sdireu wu an able 
and carefully prepared review of the 
life of tbe great lyrio poet, and the judge 
occupied nearly an hour’s time in (deliv­ 
ering it. Frequent and apt quotations 
were made to illustrate the noble traits 
of oharaoter possessed by Barns, and bis 
sympathy with not only his fellow map, 
bat witn all things both animate ani in­ 
animate; Judge Bennett pictured the 
poet u one of God’s noblemen, and ex­ 
pressed the wish that tbe poet could 
have passed the lu t years of bis life in 
the United Blat ae, av he was sore the 
tone American feeling wu in bim as 
mnoh u if he had bood born under tbe 
very shadow of Banker Hill. Judge 
Bennett dosed bis address by reciting 
the 
inddent at the death of the 
immortal bard:—“His eldest son, who 
Blood by bis dying bed, uya:* ’that while 
he wu insensible and bis mind wu lost 
in delirium bis lut words were, 'That 
d—d rascal, Matthew Perns.’ ” This wu 
an agent who had threatened him with 
imprisonment if a small debt which he 
owed wu not paid; and this threat bad 
greatly ex cited bim daring bis last ill­ 
ness. And it may be said ob there lu t 
words, aa Lawrence Sterne said of the 
oath altered by tbe brave and generous 
“Unole Toby” in Teistram Shandy, “The 
•coming spirit that flew to heaven’s 
chancery with the oath blushed u he gave 
it in and the recording angel u lie wrote 
down tbe word dropped a tov upon it 
and blotted it on! forever.” And re, 
Carlyle uyv, “ended Ibis sad and stormy 
iife-drama, and the poet passed not silent 
iy bn! speedily into that atill country 
where the hail storms and fire showers 
reaoh, and the heaviest laden 


filled, for be is bettor known and his 
memory more tenderly cherished than 
any other man of his day. 
The address demonstrated tbe fact 
that Judge Bennett is a great admirer of 
Barns and his works. 
At the olore of Judge Bennett’s ad­ 
dress Miu Florence ForbM, of Milwau­ 
kee, who hu frequently delighted Janes­ 
ville people with her aweel voioe, ap­ 
peared in costume and sang '’Caller Her­ 
rin,’ ’ responding to an encore with ’An­ 
nie Laurie.” Miss Forbu baa many ad­ 
mirers in Janesville who are always de­ 
lighted to hear her fine voioe in there 
entertainment i.

Herr Emil Fisher h u succeeded

true sugar, 
which 
will undergo alcoholic fermentation 
when yeut is applied, just like ordinary 
sugar. There is only one thing want­ 
ing in this new chemical product; 
otherwise it does not differ from the 
natural product, and that is that it is 
optically inactive—it will not rotate a 
single beam of polarized light either to 
the right or the left. 
Glycerine, that sweet anchor of so 
many recent investigations, is the 
starting point in the preparation of 
"acrose,” u the new product is called, 
and which must not be confounded 
With 
saccharine, 
which is not a 
sugar and can never take the place of 
sugar as an article of diet. The dis­ 
coverers of acrose are sanguine of 
making a perfect sugar at no distant 
day, and their work is being watched 
with interest not only by the scientific 
world hut by the industrial and com­ 
mercial world u well.
